Homestead Regulations 

Changes Made On Recommendation 
Of Minister Of the Interior 
Regulations governing the conver¬ 
sion of patented pre-emptions or pur¬ 
chased homesteads into soldier grants 
have been altered in an order-ln- 
council noted in the Canada Gazette. 
Changes have been made on recom¬ 
mendation of Hon. T. G. Murphy, 
Minister of Interior, who found that 
several applicants are debarred from 
making such conversion on the 
ground that they had already obtain¬ 
ed patent for their pre-emption or 
purchased homestead. 

The new provisions are as follows: 
"1. Where patent for a pre-emp¬ 
tion or purchased homestead has 
been Issued, or where such patent 
not yet been issued, if the holder 
of the pre-emption or purchased 
homestead is permitted to convert 
the same into a soldier entry grant, 
all sums paid on account of princi¬ 
pal or interest in connection with 
the said pre-emption or purchased 
homestead may, upon application, 


by the Department at Ottawa.

It will reveal the extent, their, forerunners, but they 
of our growth and development as Provinces and as a Dominion -^vithin the 
past ten years. It will reveal to us evidences of national strength and dis¬ 
close where weaknesses exist. For all these reasons it is important that 
every citizen fully co-operates with the enumerators and officials in making 
the census this year complete and accurate in every respect. 

The census of 1931 will be the seventh decennial census of Canada since 
" Confederation. It will be of interest to recall what the previous six'“count¬ 
ing of noses” disclosed in the matter of Canada’s population. Following 
Confederation in 1867, the first census was taken in 1871'and revealed a 
population of 3,485,761. By 1881 the population has grown to 4,342,810; in 
1891 to 4,833,239; in 1901 to 5,371,315; in 1911 to 7,206,643, and in 1921 to 
8,788,483. 

It will be noted that whereas between 1881 and 1891, and between 1891 
and 1901, the population increased by only half a million in each ten year 
period, the increase between 1901 and 1911 was nearly two million, and be¬ 
tween 1911 and 1921 a million and a half. That Is, whereas Canada’s popula¬ 
tion only increased by one million in the last 20 years of the nineteenth 
century, it increased by three and one-half million in the first 20 years of 
the twentieth century. 

The settlement of these Western Provinces accounted for much of this - - 

larger increase. In later years, however, there has not been the same | fnflSlnd"'naffiful’^surfacls “to 
phenomenal flow of immigration into the West, while on the other hand, the 
great productive and purchasing power of the West has contributed enor¬ 
mously to the industrial growth and prosperity of Eastern Canada. As a 
result, this year’s census may not disclose the same ratio of increase in the 
West as compared with the East.

Passengers Ordered Deported 


Crew Of Canadian Vessel Testify 
Against United States Officer 

New York.-—Seamen from the 
Nova Scotia power boat "Josephine 
K.” appeared before the coastguard 
board of inquiry to testify that 
Boatswain Karl Schmidt of the 
"CO-145" was drunk when .he board¬ 
ed the Canadian vessel after its cap¬ 
ture near Ambrose Light. 8chmidt, 
who had admitted he fired the shots, 
one of which fatally injured the 
boat’s master, William duett, Lunen- 
berg, N. 


Valfcouver, B.C.—Two passengers 
off the liner "Empress of Russia,” j 
which arrived here from the Orient, 
Captain W. Little and L. Mercer, 
have been ordered deported by an 
immigration board of inquiry. Ap¬ 
peals have been lodged in Ottawa 
against the rulings. 

Captain Little was just discharged 
from the Indian army and was on 
his way to join relatives in Toronto. 1 
Mercer, from Shanghai, an engineer 
of the steamer "Hedwig," which was 
wrecked a few months ago off China, 
said he intended to settle in Canada. 

The deportations were ordered 
under the government regulation 
which bars all but practical farmers 
and wives of bona-fide Canadian resi¬ 
dents from entering the country. 


London, England.—The Combines 
Act of the Dominion of Canada is 
valid, according bo the judgment j 
handed down by the judicial com -1 
mittee of the Privy Council, dismiss- ! 
ing an appeal from the Proprietary j 
Articles Trade Association of Can¬ 
ada. 

Thus the privy council backed the 
unanimous opinion of the Domin- j 
ion’s Supreme Court, climaxed a 
four-years’ legal battle and opened 
the way to several investigations of j 
combines. 

Tho case was argued before the 
privy council last June. The act was j 
passed by the Federal parliament in 
1923 to replace the 1919 act, which 
had been declared invalid by the privy | 
council. 

The provincial governments of 
Quebec and Ontario both supported j 
the contention of the Proprietary 
Articles Trade Association that the I 
Federal act was invalid. 

The P.A.T.A. also contested the! 
validity of the section 498 of the 
Criminal Code of Canada, and in 
dismissing the appeal their lord- 
ships upheld the validity of this 
section. 

The judgment said that in their 
lordships' opinion section 498 of the 
Criminal Code and the greater part 
of the Combines Investigation Act j 
fall within the power of the Domin¬ 
ion government to legislate as to 
matter falling within the class of: 
subjects in the criminal law, "in- j 
eluding the procedure in criminal I 
matters.” 

The substance of the act, the 
judgment continued, is bo define 
and to make criminal, combines 
which the legislature, in the public 
interest, intends to prohibit. The 
definition is wide and may cover 
activities which have not hitherto 
been considered criminal. 

“But only those combines are 
affected which have operated or are 
likely to operate to the detriment

The criminal law, the judgment| 
went on, is certainly not confined to i 
what was criminal by the law of! 
England or of any province in 1867, 
when Confederation came about. 
The power must extend to legisla- j 
tion to make definitions of new 
crimes. 

It is not enough, however, for par-! 
HUment to. rely solely on its powers! 
to legislate as to criminal law, the I 
judgment added. The remedies given i 
under sections 29 and 30, reducing | 
the customs duty and revoking the j 
patents, have no necessary connection 
with criminal law. 

Their lordships have no doubt 
that they can both be supported as j 
being reasonably ancillary to the 
powers given respectively under 
section 91. The judgment declared 
it is unfortunately beyond dispute 
that in a country where a general 
protective tariff exists, persons may 
be found to take advantage of the 
protection, and within its walls 
form combinations that may work 
to the public disadvantage. 

It is an elementary point of self- 
preservation that a legislature 
which creates protection should 
arm the executive with powers for 
relaxing the protection if it is 
abused, the judgment declared. 

The same reasoning applies to 
grants of monopolies under any sys¬ 
tem of patents. The view their 
lordships have expressed makes it 
unnecessary to discuss the further 
ground upon which the legislation 
has been supported by the refer¬ 
ence to the power to legislate under 
section 91 “for the regulation of 
trade and commerce,” the judgment 
continued.

FIGURES ON COAL MOVEMENTS 

Railroaders in Regina, Saskatoon and Moose Jaw have 
already organized to oppose the importation of natural gas. 
Figures on coal movement have been tabulated as follow 
In December, January and February last year there 
were 64 trains of coal handled into the tri-cities by tne C. 
P.R., while about 70 trains were handled by the Canadian 
National Railways. 

There were approximately 128 coal trains operated by 
the C.P.R. during the winter and enginemen needed for this 
work on the C.P.R. were 1,280. The C.N.R. required 1,300 
to move their trains. In addition! 
to these there were 20 other persons 
such as telegraphers used in these 
coal movements. In moving the 
coal over three sub divisions of ap 
proximately 110 miles, 3,840 train-] 
men and enginemen were required 
on the C.P.R., while 4,000 found 
employment on the C.N.R. This 
represented 422,400 train miles 
paid in wages and the revenue to 
the railways was about a quarter of 
a million dollars. 

Just a few days ago a recommen 
dation against the installation of 
natural gas for heating purposes in 
steam heated schools was made to 
the Edmonton Public School Board 
by Engineer George Latham. In 
a report, he stated that fuel costs] 
in all city schools in 1930 was $16,- 
996. If gaa had been used the bill 
would have been 126,377.
